Peaceful Intentions 

There should be reassurance for all seekers 
after peace in the words of Prime Minister 
Chamberlain, of Great Britain, spoken on Mon- 
day before the house of commons. 

The British leader declared peace is the de- 
sire and intention of “all statesmen in Europe,” 
and asserted he felt “no undue concern” over 
Danzig, though he did express apprehension 
over the situation in the Far East, where the 
Japanese seem determined to provoke the 
British lion beyond bearing. 

Significance of the Chamberlain statement 
perhaps lies chiefly in his condemnation of 
“poisonous propaganda” which, he charged, was 
the chief obstacle to the maintenance of peace 
in Europe. Even the constantly growing arma- 
ments of the nations did not cause greater 
alarm to the Prime Minister than this. 

It is, of course, impossible to know what is 
the purpose of the leaders of Europe's rival na- 
tions. Especially is this true when those na- 
tions have surrendered their fates into the 
keeping of individualistic dictators. It is, how- 
ever, difficult to believe that any man today, 
with the memory of the World War fresh in the 
world’s consciousness, would deliberately plunge 
his own people into all the horrors modern war 
involves. . 

Chamberlain himself has been condemned 
in many quarters for his part in the “peace of 
Munich.” Yet it must be said to the credit of 
that conference, bombs have not yet fallen on 
the homes of Europe which would, without it, 
in all probability have been falling through the 
past ten months. 

There are men who have made themselves 
professional alarmists. They are constantly 
viewing each little diplomatic action as a fore- 
runner of early war. They interpret the ex- 
pression of a face or the itinerary of a vacation 
as indications that Europe is soon to be turned 
into a bloody shambles of death. 

Haters of strange governmental! theories be- 
come extreme in their diatribes against the 
leaders of such governments and there is a con- 
stant fomenting of nationalistic jealousy and 
jingoistic pride. Many of these potential mak- 
ers of war are sincere in their fears. Others 
are callous in their unconcern, so long as they 
may do their own little jobs. 

Yet it is true that fear, long drawn, tends 
to create the very condition it fears. There is 
a psychic relationship between the terrors of 
man’s mind and the realities of his dread. 

Can the world not believe, after all, its lead- 
ers are possessed of sufficient ability to solve 
such problems as that of Danzig and the Polish 
corridor, of Mediterrean control and of the 
world’s supply of raw materials, without going 
through the cruel and useless absurdity of war? 

Perhaps, if fears could be controlled, if new 
confidence could be inspired, among the peo- 
ple, in their leaders, the prospect of war would 
slip into the background and eventualiy become 
but as a nightmare, half remembered. 

The Germans, the British, the French, and 
all the nations, must know by now that war 
settles nothing, permanently, that victors and 
Josers alike pay a price too heavy for the al- 
ready overburdened back of mankind to bear. 


Babbitt Town 


Nothing is quite so encouraging, nationally, 
as the average American's will and desire to be 
independent, to make a go of things on his own, 
even though the going is tough.

To Honor Inventors . 


An interesting “man hunt” has been started 
by the National Association of* Manufacturers. 
It is a search for modern pioneers—inventors 
and research workers whose discoveries during 
the past ten years have led not only to the 
development of new industries, but have also 
advanced the American standard of living. 

To this end, Howard Coonley, president of 
the association, has announced formation of 
a national committee, which will determine 
the basis upon which awards are to be made. 
The association seeks to accord nation-wide 
honor to those whose new processes and new 
products have contributed much to American 
progress through stimulation of new business, 
increase of employment and improvement of 
living conditions. Industrial firms throughout 
the nation have been invited to submit the 
names of inventors and research workers in 
the “contest.” 

Coonley expressed it well when he said: 
“The Daniel Boones on today’s frontiers are 
the inventors and research workers in indus- 
tries’ shops and laboratories. On their blue- 
prints and in their test-tubes are the jobs for 
the workers of tomorrow. In their minds are 
the ideas which will create the great new in- 
dustries of the future—the comforts and con- 
veniences which will improve American life 
as the inventions we enjoy have raised vur 
standard of living above that of yesterday. 

“One hundred and fifty years ago the found- 
ers of this nation were paving the way for the 
world’s greatest era of technological and scicn- 
tific progress when they conceived t'.e Ameri- 
can patent system. This patent sysiem gave 
incentive to men like Edison, Bell and Whitney. 
It is fitting that the 150th anniversary of its 
conception should be observed by honoring 
the leading inventors and research workers of 
today.” 

The celebration will take place in October. 
It should come as a refreshing moment in the 
lives of all Americans, and do much to stimu- 
late future achievements along technological 
lines. 


Surveying Ocean’s Floor 

Despite wars and rumors of wars, alarums 
and excursions, shrieks from New Dealers and 
blasts from anti-New Dealers, scientific men 
go quietly about their. business. 

Commander Frank S. Borden is in charge 
of the United States Coast and Geodetic Sur- 
vey’s latest job—a survey of approximately 50 
miles of the ocean bottom off Nantucket 
shoals, near Block Island. The work is being 
done aboard the yacht Oceanographer, and 
Commander Borden has announced the shoals, 
submarine lands and valleys under the sea will 
be charted in great detail. The survey is ex- 
pected to show any dangerous conditions that 
may exist on the sea bottom, so navigators may 
operate their craft with greater safety. 

Commander Borden says a great network 
of shoals and valleys extends along the entire 
length of the Atlanta coast, going*out about a 
hundred miles to sea. In prehistoric days these 
shoals and. valleys were part of the mainland, 
but were eventually worn down by the grind 
of time and the elements. The area near Block 
Island has been chosen for this latest survey 
because the chief menaces to navigation are 
found there, Commander Borden continued. 
One of the principal instruments which the 
men on the Oceanographer use is called 
a fathometer, with which it is possible to meas- 
ure the distance straight down from the yacht 
to the ocean floor, thus locating the shoals 
and valleys. The measuring is done through 
the ability of the fathometer to cause sound 
to travel through the water and then “bounce 
back’ to the yacht after hitting the ocean bot- 
tom. 

The Oceanographer has been active in sur- 
vey work since 1930. Surveys include the coast 
from the Virginia capes to 150 miles east of 
Cape Cod. Another survey will be made next 
year off the Maine coast. In time, surveys may 
be extended to the entire Atlantic coast.

THE UNITED STATES AND JAPAN IN CHINA 
(From the Chicago Daily Tribune.) 

The Japanese civil government shows every 
disposition to preserve friendly relations with the 
United States. The Japanese people nave been 
encouraged to make demonstrations of their liking 
for the American people and all of that is sound 
diplomacy. The military government of Japan, 
which is supreme when it wants to be, frequently 
does things the civilian branch does not approve, 
The disapproval is generally unimpressive. 

In China the Japanese army command appears 
to form its own policies all the time, and some 
of its procedure, é¢specially in handling other 
aliens, is motivated by resentment and has re- 
taliatory purposes. The Japanese military and 
economic objective is as much the expulsion of 
the occidentals as it is the subduing of Chinese 
resistance. The United States has no imperial- 
istic holdings in Asia but other nations have. 
The distinction which might be in favor of Ameri- 
cans does not amount to much when all whites 
are viewed as enemies by Asiatic imperialists or 
patriots. 

Many Americans, undoubtedly most Ameri- 
cans have strong feelings in favor of the Chi- 
nese. They will, however, have to concede that if 
American troops, rightfully or wrongfully, were 
engaged in a protracted war, say in Mexico, and 
if in every port and important trading center 
the troops encountered Asiatics or Europeans 
who asserted special rights, insisted upon special 
privileges, and acted as if they were altogether 
superior, there would be trouble. An exception 
can be made of the United States, but certainly 
it must be said of every other occidental power 
in China that its possessions, its treaty rights, 
and its privileges were extorted by precisely the 
same means now used, with much greater force, 
over a much larger area by Japan.

‘THE CAPITAL PARADE

TAFT TO GET OHIO WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—It goes with- 

out saying that the outlook fur Senator 
Robert A. Taft’s presidential candidacy is much better since the re- 
tirement of his home-state competitor, Governor John Bricker. 
Ohio’s block of convention delegates is impressively large, and Taft 
may now count on them without any unseemly scramble. 

At this distance, the methods used to induce Bricker to count 
himself out remain somewhat mysterious. To be sure, Taft long 
since secured the support of his former enemy, the influential chair- 
man of the Republican state committee in Ohio, Ed Shore. Fur- 
thermore, Taft was the choice of many other leading Ohio Repub- 
licans to whom Bricker was heavily obligated for campaign contri- 
butions and the like. A number of men whose opinion might have 
been expected to weigh with Bricker went to him months ago to 
tell him that he ought to stay on as governor and leave the presi- 
dential field clear for Taft. 

Until recently, however, Bricker gave no sign of yielding to 
these persuasions. His mind, it is understood, was far from made 
up. Some of his callers received the very clear impression that he 
planned to let Taft be Ohio’s favorite son. Others left him in the 
belief that he would refuse to withdraw. Possibly the press con- 
ference at which he declared himself out simply caught him in a 
self-denying mood. There are reports that having declared him- 
self out, he would like to be in again. But the fact remains that 
unless the best information is incorrect, he is out, having been 
labeled “not a candidate” by everyone in Ohio. 


THE AWFUL FLOP In a very short time Taft will officially 


avow his candidacy. Under the Ohio elec- 
tion laws, places as convention delegates may not be sought without 
written permission from the candidate whom the place-seekers pro- 
pose to support. Taft’s letter, to be written in response to an already 
arranged gesture by Ohio Republicans, will probably be brief and 
calm. He. is not a man who protests much. Yet if his candidacy 
still had its original momentum, it would now be very far ad- 
vanced. 

The reason it is not, as everyone knows, is that he made one 
unfortunate speech. “Bob Taft's awful flop at the Gridiron din- 
ner” has been noised abroad among politicians from: one end of the 
country to the other. Yet it seems most improbable, or if not im- 
probable, extremely foolish, that a single bungled oration should 
be allowed to kill off a promising candidate in a party seriously 
devoid of candidates of promise. A good many moderate Repub- 
licans, who still like Taft’s plainness and moderation, are begin- 
ning to question the earlier verdict that “Taft is through now.” As 
for Taft himself, he very sensibly makes no excuses for his mis- 
fortune, simply remarking that if he “can’t make that special kind 
of speech, it’s just as well for everyone to know about it right 
away.” 

The Gridiron speech was, in truth, a very special kind of speech, 
before a very special audience. It would seem much wiser to judge 
Taft by his now finished radio debates with the liberal Democratic 
representative from Illinois, T. V. Smith. In these debates, which 
took place weekly over a long period, Taft started with marked dis- 
advantages. Smith had exciting new things to say and an exciting 
way of saying them. Taft, a rather plodding talker. was voicing 
opinions found in thousands of speeches and editorials. Yet he spoke 
these simple platitudes of American conservatism with such convic- 
tion and honesty that when the radio audience was polled by the 
inquiring Dr. Gallup, a large majority preferred Taft to the more 
dashing Smith. Taft has an odd way of making himself liked, and 
it is not the least of his achievements that Smith himself, who dis- 
agrees with Taft on every conceivable question, now freely ex- 
presses great respect for his ex-opponent. 


NO MARE ALARUMS Of course, if Taft should be chosen as 


the Republican presidential candidate, 
it will be because his competition is weak. Whatever his abilities, 
he is too much of a political freshman to have a real following. But 
the fact remains that among the Republicans competition for the 
top spot on the ticket is very weak indeed. 

Besides Taft, the only men really prominently mentioned are 
Senator Arthur H. Vandenberg, of Michigan, and the New York 
gang-buster, Tom Dewey. As to Dewey, there is considerable sus- 
picion that he may turn out, as an unfriendly New York politician 
put it, “to be another damned quarterback.” Vandenberg, besides 
having been around long enough to lose the freshness of novelty, 
is thought too magniloquent for a good many tastes. No one can 
tell, as yet, what sort of man the Republicans will pick. But if 
they think a dependable, decent middle-of-the-roader will contrast 
pleasantly with the alarum and excursion-loving New Dealers, Taft 


may still be their man.

Mention was made also of an- 
other story, written by Ruth Shel- 
don, of Tulsa, Okla., and published 
in the current Saturday Evening 
Post, dealing with the same sub- 
ject. Senator Guffey said he had 
no doubt that Miss Sheldon wrote 
her story for the same reason, 
which would be for hidden com- 
pensation, 

Both pieces said Guffey made a 
trip to Mexico City in 1937, before 
the expropriation, with Walter A. 
Jones, a Pittsburgh politician and 
oil operator, who contributed to 
the 1932 and 1930 Roosevelt cam- 
paign funds and that, later Guffey 
and Jones conferred in Jones’ 
apartment in Washington with the 
Mexican finance minister and W. 
R. Davis, an American promoter, 
who is said to be the Mexican gov- 
ernment’s agent handling the ex- 
propriated oil. Guffey also is an 
oil operator. 


Attack The implications con- 
= cerning Guffey are 
Indistinct not very distinct, but. 
nevertheless, the senator felt that 
his character had received pretty 
rough treatment and defended 
himself against “unsupported 
charges,” which are actionable if 
false, by uttering unsupported 
charges of his own under protec- 
tion of his senatorial immunity. 
His charges against Childs and 
Miss Sheldon, if false, are not ac- 
tionable. He did not trouble to 
offer any evidence that either 
writer had been bribed or had re- 
ceived hidden inducements in any 
other guise to write as they did.

Crabs Attack Europe. 
“North Europe invaded! ‘Yello. 
Peril’ undermines river banks; de- 
stroys food supplies.” Such are the 
scare headlines in which an imag- 
inative reporter might tell of the 
crab menace that has attacked the 
shores of many European nations. 
“Originating in China, the mitten 
crab (or Eriocheir sinensis) has 
alarmed the authorities of Ger- 
many, France, The Netherlands, 
Belgium, Denmark, Norway and 
other countries,” according to the 
National Geographic Society.

A DEAD CHILD IN SHANGHAI Mrs. Vincent T. Shipley, 
of the Presbyterian For- 


eign Mission Board, writing from Shanghai, said: 

“Our workers have taken from the body of a slain child on a 
Shanghai street a piece of shrapnel that bore markings showing it 
had come from American scrap iron.” 


Our freight cars still rumble toward the ports to deliver their 
loads of scrap iron into the holds of ships bound for Japan and for 
Germany. 

There they are made into shells, bombs and weapons. 

Chinese soldiers, men, women and children have been killed by 
our pieces of old stoves, old automobiles, old boilers, old iron, 


The Fuehrer of Germany has said that the most beautiful death 
a soldier can have is to die with a piece of shrapnel! in his belly. 
That is a debatable statement. I have heard them moan and oc- 
casionally, scream from the pain before death comes to end all 
that beauty. It is dubious if the dead child with the shrapnel 
in its body thought of beauty or of country, but called for its 
mother and wept from the anguish of the pain. 


Within six months all our freight cars may cease rumbling to- 
ward Japanese ships or freighters bound for Japan. The treaty 
has been abrogated. Mr. Cordell Hull believes this nation should 
cease being a party to the murder of civilians and their children 
in China. He believes that the bombs which fall on American 
missions, schools and possessions, shall not be supplied by America. 


It seems no more than logical that we should take such a course. 


NOT MERELY DEPLORING The English have a way of 

. “deploring.” It is gratifying 
this country toes more than deplore. American bombing planes 
had gone to Japan in considerable numbers until a year ago when 
Mr. Hull asked manufacturers to halt. Since January 1 all export 
of arms has been halted. 


Huge, however, is the export of metals and scrap, of oi} and 
automobiles, machinery and iron and steel manufacturers. About 
57 per cent of Japan’s needs for waging war have been supplied 
by America. 


What has been our cost? 


We keep shipping machines which will enable them to develop 
their industries so they can the better compete with our own, their 
labor being paid for at the rate of about 20 cents a day as against 
our own minimum wages of 25 cents an hour in all industries en- 
gaged in interstate commerce. 


An embargo is worth thinking about. 

Worth thinking about also is the fact that a large slice of our 
dollar must be spent for armaments. This spending would not be 
neeaenery if it were not for the war-like ambitions of the axis 
nations. 


It has been expensive for us, even though on the other side of 
the books there are the profits coming to this nation from the sale 
of scrap—which some day may be exploded into the bodies of our 
soldiers—and from the sale of machinery which eventually must 
severely handicap our own industries. 

For two reasons we cannot compete. 
a tenth of our own. They have closed-economy deals with many 
countries. Germany controls all Austrian, Czecho-Slovakian and 
most of the Danube basin business. We are closed out. 

Why not, therefore, an embargo? - 


WHAT COST THE OPEN DOOR? These things are im- 
| portant because we do 
not want to send our soldiers to China to die in order to maintain 
the principle of “The Open Door.” 
Japan is willing to have her soldiers die to close it. 
and Italy are willing to sacrifice their soldiers for trade. 
England did it. It was the late Mr. Kipling’s frank statement 
about it, imperalist though he was, which earned him Queen Vic- 
toria’s ill will. That was his poem, “The Widow of Windsor.” 
England built up the world’s greatest empire with arms. 
The United States is freer of that sort of history than any other 
world power. Yet without trade we cannot remain a world power. 


_It follows we must turn to South America—not with guns but 
with trade. If it must be subsidized to outdo the rival nations then 
let it be done. 


_ In fact, my idea of a substitute for WPA would be to put our 
industries to work, and thereby our men, and capture the South 
American markets with American goods. 


Meanwhile, if we do not want to send our soldiers, and if 
Japan and her axis partners know it and act accordingly, it seems 
Mr. Cordell Hull ought to be given the fullest support of any sort 
of embargo which has for its purposes the accomplishment of the 
ends for which other nations must fight.

It Isn't the Manufacturer's Fault 


If the Car Can't Survive 
Neglect and Abuse 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


When herds of antelope roamed the western plains, mounted 
hunters seldom were able to approach within gunshot? but some 
observant person discovered a way to get his meat without effort. 
If a six-foot pole was thrust in the ground, with a red handker- 
chief fluttering at the top, the hunter had only to lie still in the 
grass while antelope from miles away approached to satisfy their 
curiosity. 

It seems to be human nature, also, to give attention to spec- 
tacular things and ignore commonplace things that are more im- 
portant—and more deadly. 


The resources of science are mobilized, for example, to combat 
a disease that kills a score of people in a few weeks, yet no great 
effort is made to conquer, once for all, the common cold that in- 
capacitates a large part of the population every year, and frequently 
results in sinus affections that cripple and pneumonia that kills. 


The same curious oversight is evident in our efforts to keep 
young people out of trouble and give them a better break than we 
had. 

Urgently and tearfully and prayerfully they are warned against 
alcohol and gambling and sex and “social diseases,” and all things 
that might destroy them quickly and scandalously, but little if any- 
thing is said about the slower and more common methods of wreck- 
ing themselves. We are horrified by a suicide that is finished in a 
matter of seconds, but don't even regard it as a sin if the method 
is slow and the end delayed several years. 

Today I discussed these things with a gentle philosopher named 
Ashley and we called the roll of acquaintances past 45 who are 
no longer sound and robust. It seemed to include almost everybody. 

Most of us in middle life who “have something the matter with 
us” are self-made wrecks. Through ignorance or moral laziness 
we threw away our health. We slumped into bad posture and de- 
ranged our nervous systems. We neglected our teeth and invited 
rheumatism. But most of all, we abused our stomachs. We liked 
certain things and didn’t like others, and our likes alone guided us. 
And thus we courted “indigestion,” which is the protest of an 
abused stomach. 

It has been demonstrated that a normal plant, fed the right mix- 
ture of air, water, sunlight and chemicals, is a robust, healthy plant. 
Add some exercise and a cheerful mind and the same truth ap- 
plies to human bodies. 

We don’t “lose” our health. We fritter it away like a simpleton 
with an inherited fortune. And then we let the next generation 
learn its own lesson in the same expensive way.

Turn chicken and reduce heat to 
350. Cook until chicken is tender 
—about an hour. Just before serv- 
ing. add the milk which has been 
soured with the vinegar and let it 
come to a boil.
